INKING FUND 
PUT TO USE.

Nearly Nine Hundred Thousand 
Dollars Will Push Work 
on Aqueduct. 


By a simple vote of the Coun- 
cil yesterday $872,000 that has 
been lying idle in the city’s 
sinking fund was turned over 
for aqueduct uses, and will help 
push the work on the great 
ditch. 

The Finance Committee, which 
is the sinking fund commission, 
decided nvest this money in 
aqueduct bonds, and paid for 
ther at par, plus one-fourth cf 
one per cent. premium and ac- 
crued interest. This was neces- 
sary bechuse of the option on 
all aqueduct bonds held by 
Kountze Bros., and A. B. Leach 
4 Co., of New York, and the 
transfer ts made subject to the 
option they hold later on. 

City Attorney Hewitt told the 
Council the action was neces- 
sary now by reason of the pend- 
ing negotiations with the bond 
syndicate for the advancemert 
of money for further accelerated 
work. These negotiations are 
being conducted by “hief En- 
gineer Mulholland, W. B. 
Mathews, aqueduct counsel, and 
W. J. Washburn, chairman of 
the Council! Finance Committee, 
all being in New York now. 

As the financing of the barbor 
and power projects is also un-

HE GOVERNORSHIP AND THE SEN- 
ATORSHIP. 

Los Angeles’ favorite son, Phil“ A. Stanton, is 
making a very effective campaign for the Gover- 
norship, proving an admirable candidate in every 
sense of the word. He is making lots of friends— 
and no mistakes. His tour of the State is accom- 
plishing a twofold purpose. He is bringing him- 
self face to face with the electors and showing 
them what manner of man is asking for their suf- 
frages; and he is gathering, meanwhile, a vast 
store of information about California, its indus- | 
tries, its possibilities, its progress and its needs, 
which will be of tremendous advantage to him 
should he be elected to the Chief Magistracy.

* BREWERY STRIKE—ESSENTIAL 
TACTICS. 

All reports indicate that the strike of the brew- 
ery workers in Los Angeles will be a failure. They 
are making no headway. The employers have taken 
a firm stand and have been vigorously reinforced 
by the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Association. 
The breweries are doing business at the old stands 
and are getting the best of the whole situation. 
There are’ signs of weakness in the strikers’ ranks, 
and the public is giving the trouble-makers no 
sympathy. It is significant that the wives of the 
laborers are sensible enough to see how things 
tend, knowing too well who the worst sufferers from 
a labor warfare must be, and are using their in- 
fluence in behalf of peace. 

The breweries now have sufficient forces to run 
their establishments and there is every ‘prospect 
that the imported agitators and sneaks will make 
no further inroads. The breweries will win the 
fight if they keep on as they have begun, with the 
“no compromise” policy. The deserters struck the 
first blow and gmvited a contest; they are getting 
the worst of it and must take the consequences. 
The Times hopes, above all things else, that every 
employing brewer will stand by the workers who 
came to the front in the time of need and took the 
deserters’ abandoned posts. It would be worse than 
folly, it would be a crime, to do aught but retain 
these men after the amoke of battle has died away. 
The breweries would forfeit all claim to public 
sympathy if they should discharge any of these re- 
cruits to make room for strikers when they come 
back begging for their old jobs. It would be a 
deadly blow to the open shop principle if any other 
policy than loyalty to the independent strike-break- 
ers were adopted, and we cannot believe that the 


this point. 

If, on any plea, the breweries should take back 
into the ranks of their workers the unionite agi- 
tators, the blunder would work twofold mischief. 
In the first place, it would encourage the strikers 
and boycotters in other industries and would take 
the heart out of independent workmen. And then 
it would lay the basis for a recurrence of trouble 
in the breweries themselves. The reémployed 
trouble-promoters would not long be quiescent; 
they would soon hatch up charges of bad faith and 
“unfairness” against their employers; they would 
be conspiring, proselyting and strengthening their 
hands all the time, and before many months had 
passed would start a fresh strike more formidable 
than the one now in its throes. The only safe atti- 
tude is the uncompromising one. It is the only 
just attitude—just to the workers who threw up 
their jobs of their own volition, just to the men 
who rallied to the vacant posts, just to the allied 
— mg—es that are helping the brewers win this 

rike. 

The brewers will, of course, man their con- 
cerns as they see fit and will deal with individual 
cases as they deem best; but out of the richness of 
its observation and experience The Times calls 
attention to the vital principle above laid down— 
the desirability and necessity of keeping disturb- 
ers out of the shop and workers in.

HERRIES ARE RIPE. 
Cherries are ripe, and with them apricots and 


plums are crowding into the market, with peaches. 


right on their heels, to be abundant in a week or 
so. The State has sent east already sixteen car- 
loads of cherries, and these brought the gross sum 
of $65,000, a little more than $4000 a car. 

The shipments of cherries from this State usually 
run to about 200 cars a season. are prob- 
ably as many more consumed at home, or canned. 
We are still shipping east 150 carloads of oranges 
a day, and will continue to do so for the next five 
or six weeks, when it will probably drop to some- 
thing like 100 carloads a day. 

Even Californians in thousands fail to appre- 
ciate the wonderful variety of the products of the 
State and the value of them all. Under orchard 
products the shipments this year are likely to run 
to something like $15,000,000 for cherries, apricots, 
plums, peaches and pears. The oranges and 
lemons will probably amount to 36,000 carloads, of 
nearly 400 boxes each. The dried prunes will be 
worth $2,500,000 and the canned fruits between 
$15,000,000 and $20,000,000. Olives and olive oil 
will bring in about $2,000,000 to the orchardists, 
and nuts $2,500,000. The total value of the 
orchard products of the State sold outside of the 
State bring back a revenue of close to $75,000,000. 

Table grapes will bring back to the State nearly 
raisins close to as much, wines nearly 
$16,000,000, and brandies nearly $2,000,000. The 


Vegetables in their natura] condition or canned 
shipped out of the State bring in about $9,000,000. 
The dairy products, butter and cheese, are worth 
$25,000,060, poultry and eggs about $13,000,000, 
and honey and wax sometimes as much as 
$1,000,000. 

Ordinary farming produced results like these: 
Barley „ $27,000,000 ; wheat, $20 ,000,000 ; oats, 
$6,000,000; corn, $1,000,000; coming close to 
22 for cereals and over $30,000,000 for

The beet-sugar crop of the State is worth 67,500, 
000, potatoes close to $6,000,000, beans $6,500,000, 
onions, hops, seeds, melons and so on over $1,000,- 
000 each, adding another $25,000,000. 

How many of us realize that the fisheries of the 
State produce a revenue of 85,500,000? Of course 
we know the forest products of California are enor- 
mous. They are probably worth on the market

This latter this current year will bring in a rev- 
enue of nearly $40,000,000. The gold product of 
the State will be close to $17,000,000, copper over 
$6,000,000, cement and similar products $16,000,000, 
adding almost another $40,000,000 to the pe- 
troleum, making the mineral products of California 
worth about $80,000,000. 

The animals, with the woo} and hides and tallow, 
add at least $30,000,000 to the wealth of the State. 
Various nursery products bring in $1,500,000, 
products sold by florists over $500,000. The fruits 
not shipped out of the State but marketed in the 
cities of the State are worth about $10,000,000, and 
the vegetables so marketed return to the farmers 
about $13,000,000. 

If we had time and space the full tale to tell 
the farm and mineral products of the State of 
California would foot up $500,000,000 in our sum- 
mary. 

Shipped out of the State, green deciduous fruits 
amount to 170,000 tons, citrus fruits 400,000 tons, 
dried fruits 135,000 tons, raising nearly 30,000 
tons, nuts 10,000 tons, canned fruits 85,000 tons, 
raw vegetables 95,000 tons, and wine and brandy 
70,000 tons. 

And how widely distributed these products are! 
The citrus fruit ig mostly from the southern coun- 
ties, but the San Joaquin Valley is coming to figure 
as a very heavy shipper of oranges. Up north of 
the Sacramento River there are two or three val- 
leys which ship a amount of citrus 
fruits. 

Butter is in almost every one of the 
counties of the State from the 
ican border, and of course where butter is produced 
cheese is an ally. The amount of the butter pro- 
duction of California this year will be not less than 
50,000,000 and the cheese factories will 
turn out perhaps 7,000,000 pounds of that highly 
concentrated food. The State produces between 
25,000,000 and 80,000,000 dozens of eggs a year. 

It is important to note that while we have such 
an enormous excess of fruit to market in the East- 
ern States we depend upon the East, or, rather, 
the Middle West, for perhaps as much butter and 
cheese, eggs and poultry, as we produce at home. 
As to the supply of meat, what is grown in Cali- 
fornia is a mere bagatelle compared with what is 
consumed in California. The farmers of the State

For two years he has had the distinc- 
tion of being the oldest living grad- 
uate of the United States Naval Acad- 
emy at Annapolis. He was admitted 


to that academy in 1843 and graduat- 
ed in 1847, having participat in the 
siege of Buena Vista in his senior 


year in the academy. Following the 
Mexican War he was detailed on the 
Coast Survey and spent several years 
in that work along the coasts of Geor- 
gia and North Carolina. 

Later he was assigned to the battle- 
ship Congresse and was in the Afri- 
can waters when the Civil War broke 
out.

— boats Georgia and North Caro- 

na 

After the close of the war Capt. 
Jones went to Argentine Republic 
where he made an extensive survey of 
the harbor at the mouth of the Rio de 
la Plata. He returned to the United 
States broken in health and, after 
spending several years traveling to dif- 
ferent health resorts, established a 
residence in Pasadena. 

Capt. Jones was married three tires. 
His first wife was Miss Jane Vane 
London of North Carolina, whom he 
married while on the Coast Surveg she 
died soon after the birth of a _ son, 
Pembroke Jones, who is now living in 
New York City. The second wife was 
Miss Mary Willis of Savannah, Ga., 
who also died shortly after the birth 
of a son, Edward Jones Willis, who 
took the name of his grandfather on 
his mother's side. He is now living in 
Richmond, Va. The third wife was 
Miss Georgia Newton of Norfolk, Va., 
who is now living in Pasadena. 

The captain was born at Pembroke 
Farm, Hampton, Elizabeth City coun- 
ty. Virginia, February 28, 1825 and re- 


Carey School and later at the William 
and Mary College. 

He was well and favorably known in 
Southern California. He had traveled 
extensively in all parts of the world 
and was a pleasing and interesting con- 
versation&ilist.
